An Imperial Edict, datcd tho 28th 
August, sanctions rewards to he given to 
Ganeral Yeh Ohi Chao'a army on the re- 
commendation telegraphed from Li Hung 
Chang. Tho recommendation ertodiea a 
telegtaphio report from Goneral Yeh atating 
that in a battle fought at Ohang Wén on 
j the 29th of July, many Japanoso wore 
; killed. His army then marched up north, 
and, while passing about Tain Ohow, 
| Chung Chow and Kam Fa, was opposed by 
a Japanese army. The latter was, how- 
ever, driven back and his whole army now 
reached Picng Fang. To this report was 
subjuined the atatement by Li Hung 
| Ohang that Goneral Yeh was most energetic 
‘in leading his men to battle at great odds 
against him, From the 25th of July up to 
the present, hu had, ia successive battles, 
‘Blain no. less (ban 6000 Japsnese. Such 
| extraordinary valour and zeal, being die- 
played by him and his officers, they ought 
to be liberally rewarded. Genoral Yeh 
was accordingly ordered by the Throne to 
be rewarded with Imperial gifts consisting 
of o white gem peacock-feather-holder, » 
aruall knife, a pair of large purses, and a 
couple of tinderboxes, Hia officera of 
various pradea alao came in fgr thoir abares 
of rewards in the shape of Imporial gifta, or 
brevet ranks, or favourable records. fur 
future promctions, The servicea of those 
killed in battle will, after further investiga- 
tions, be acknowledged in some other suit- 
able way. : 

Another Imperial Edict, dated the 29th 
Auguat, statea that Her Majcaty tha Em- 
press Dowazer, being most sulicitous about 
: tho health of the armies now stationed at 
Pieng Yang, which have to ondare the 
heat and various. other hardships in fight- 
ing battles, desires that 40 cheats of pre- 
ventive pilla ha handod to Li Rung-chang 
who will forward with the greatest despatch, 
to General Yeh for distribution aiaong the 
armies, and orders the latter to carry out 
tha wish of Her Majesty accordingly.

HONGKONG VOLUNTEER CORPS. 

REPOLT WY THE ACTING COMMANDANT, 

Lieut -Calonel Jerrard, Acting Com- 
mandant of the Hongkong Volunteer Corps, 
in his report tor tho year 1894-4, says: 

Tho experience of the past year hos 
proved conclusively to me thet unless the 
services of ao first rate Nou-Commissioned 
Officer (Army) aa Quarter-master Sergeant 
and Commanding Officer’s clerk, oan be 
pluced entirely nt the disposal of the Corps 
there is no porsibility of the guna, small arms, 
equipment, harness, aramuuition and stores 
—ot which tntter there is a large quantity 
of vurious kinds—being properly looked 
after, the meo being eompletely anu smartly 
clothed, and the books efficiently kept up. 
This man should be obtained fram the, Tu. 
fantry, uuder Queen's Regulations, Section 
VIl, paragraph 332, He would be entrusted 
with the instruction in aquad and company 
drill and with the musketry training of the 
Corps in addition to the duties eoumerated 
above. 

Until the Corpa is 150 strong, the 
expense of euch appointment would have 
to be borne by the Government, in excess 
of the capitation grant, ia tha sime way ag 
the pay of the Adjutant ia now provided. 
At present 1 am paying Sargeant of 
Artillery $25 a month to do the work ia 
his spare time, and the result, from no 
fonlt, I believe, of the man's, but from shoor 
want of tirae, has been most unsatiefagtory.

LEGAL AUTHORITIES ON FEE ‘ KOWSHING’ 

AFFAIR, 

New Fork, August 6.—Tho Tridune’s 
london: cable apeciat says: Professor 
Thomas E. Holland, aa eminent suthority 
on international law, bas written along let- 
ter to tho Times concerning the Kewshing 
affair, He cuntends that whon the Kowshing 
was aunk a slate of war existed. ‘It iatrue,’ 
he says, ‘and the knowledge is constantly 
affirmed by the English and American 
courts that war may legally bogin by a 
hostile act on either side without being pre- 
eodod by a formal declaration. The officers 
of the Kouwshing, if they did not koow 
previously, learned the fact from the Ja- 
paneso commander, who boarded her, that 
war eziated. The flying of the British fisg, 
whether 9 rage or otherwiso,. is wholly im- 
toaterial. 

‘Tt wos virtually impossible for the Ja- 
panese tu place a prize créw aboard the 
Kowshing, hence the Japanese commander 
was within hig right in using any amount 
of force La compel the Ketshing to obey 
ordera. 

‘The Kotoshtng was clearly pati of a 
hostile expedition which the Japanese were 
entitled tu prevent from reaching ita goal. 
The rescued officera having been duly freed 
no violation of neutral rights occurred. 
No apology is due Great Britain, nor havo 
the owners of the vessel or relatives of the 
Jost Europeans any claim.’ 

Professor Bolland says that he abstaina. 
‘from passing jydgment on the alleged 
; fring on drowning mex by the Japanese, 
‘not only because thia charge has not baen 
i proved, but alao because if eatablished, it 
can only affect the rights of the comba- 
tants, He buliewas that thia will be the 
verdict of international law from a purely 
legal etandpoint. 

Professor Westlake, an acknowledged 
authority on international law, in on argu- 
ment on the subject in the Times says: 
‘Tha Kowwshing appeara to have beon 
British owned and rightfully flying the 
British Hig, but itia equally clear that she 
wos acting as 4 transport in the Chinese 
service. If to thia it is found possible to 
add that the service. waa nota belligerent 
one, nothing ia more certain than that eh 
was entitled t6 protection from her British:
